GROWING MAJORITIES. 


THE SOLID SOUTH GIVES WAY TO 
THE SOLID UNION. 


Michigan Follows the Example of Massachusetts— 


New York Votes Past Counting— Bleeding Kan- 
sas Captured at Last-—Cengressmen {to 
Spare, and Gevernors in Quantities,

241cHMOND, November 8.—Returns from re- 
mote counties in this state give more en- 
couraging news to the democrats. They are 
now hopeful that John C. Massey, their candi- 
date for congressman at-large, may pull 
through, and they may get five more congres- 
sional districts out of the ten to which the 
state is entitled. The following democratic 
congressmen are certainly elected: Third dis- 
trict, George D. Wise; sixth district, Ran 
Tucker; eighth, Barbour; each by overwhelm- 


ing majorities. They also claim, with good 
reason, the first, Garrison? fifth, Cabell. The 
seventh is very close between John Paul, 
coalition, and Judge Officiall, democrat, with 
good chances for the latter. The Mahoneites 
elect Libbey in the second, Hooper in the 
fourth and probably Bowen in the ninth,with 
even achance, it may be, for Mays in the first 
over Garrison, democrat. They are greatly 
encouraged atthe outlook. It may be several 
days vefore the contest between John S. Wise 
and Massey is decided. One-third of the state 
is yet unheard from. 

Massey, democrat, candidate for congress- 
man at large, runs about fifty-six per cent 
behind the ticket yote. It is believed to be 
close, and in the best informed circles it is 
thought that only the official count will de- 
cide the result. 

RicuHMonD, November 8,—The congressmen 
certainly elected are; Democrats—G. D. Wise 
in the 3d district, Tucker in the 6th, Barbour 
in the 8th; coalitionists—Libby in the 2d dis- 
trict, Hooper in the 4th, Paul in the 7th, 
Bowen in the 9th. The contest in fhe Ist 
district between Garrison, democrat, and 
Mayo, coalitionist, isclose. The returns from 
that district are too meager to indicate the re- 
sult. The same may be said about the Sth 
district, in which the democrats claim Cabell’s 
election over Sims. At the coalitionist bead- 
quarters the election of both Mayo and Sims 
is claimed in addition to those named above. 
The democrats generally concede the election 
of John 8. Wise as congressman-at-large. The 
coalitionists claim his election by from 10,000 
to 15,000, 

NorroLtk, November 8&.—Returns indicate 
the election of Libbey, coalitionists, for con- 
gress in the second distrsct by a plurality of 
about 1,500. 

Norro._k, November 8.—Norfolk city gives 
Marshall, democratic, for congress 124 plural- 
ity, a gain of 584 overthe Mayelection. Nor- 
iolx county gives 600 democratic gain over 
governor. 

Ricumonp, Va., November 8.—The returns 
received this afternoon and evening are more 
favorable to the democrats, and their hopes 
are reviving in proportion. Gains are reported 
from various sections of the state, which the 
democrats claim will help Massey materially, 
and may possibly insure his election. They 
claim that the outlook for Cabell in the fifth 
district is better, and that he will certainly be 
elected. From the seventh district also they 
have encouraging news, and O’ Ferrell’s (dem- 
ocrat) defeat is not looked upon as a foregone 
conclusion. Thedemocratsare also confident 
that Garrison will carry the first district by : 
small majority. The coalitionists do not 
come dewn from what they claimed to-day, 
as reported in these dispatches at noon. They 
are decidedly jubilant and confident.

RicumMonp, Va., November 8.—Unofticial 
returns from the fifth district indicate the 
election of Cabell (democrat) by nearly 1,500 
majority. Returns from the seventh district 
show a very close contest between O’Ferrell 
(democrat) and Paul (coalitionist). The 
estimated and _  offiicial majorities from 
all the counties but one in 
the district give O’Ferrall 24 majority, with 
Highland county to hear from, which may go 
for either. John 8. Wise, for congressman at 
large, is certainly elected by a handsome ma- 
jority. 

t\ICHMOND, November 8.—The Mahonites 
are not so cheerful to-night last night they 
boasted that the majority of John 8. Wise 
would be fifteen to twenty thousand. Now 
they are only claiming eight to ten thousand. 
The fraudulent voting of hundreds of negroes 
with bogus tax receipts in this 
and other districts has been 
noted and the democrats are alréady 
taking evidence with a view ofcontesting sey- 
eral of John 8S. Wise’s others. To-nighta bet 
of five hundred dollars is offered, and at this 
time finds no takers, that John Wise will not 
take his seat in the house of representatives. 
The news from other states has had a depress- 
ing effect upon the Mahonites, and their vic- 
tory is conceded to be a barren one.

LOUISVILLE, November 8.—The republicans 
have all day claimed four congressmen, but 
the returns so far indicate the election of but 
one—Culbertson, in the ninth district, witha 
majority of 1,500 over Hurt, democrat. Hal- 
sell, democrat, has 200 majority over Hunter, 
republican, in the third. Walford, demo- 
crat, has certainly defeated Carr. 
(rep) in the llth, and Thompson (dem) has 
nearly 1,000 majority over Ewell, (rep) in the 
8th district. These districts comprise the four 
claimed by the republicans, The returns 
from the mountains of the 10th district, 
where Matt Adam (dem) and John D. Wh ite 
(rep) had a hard struggle, have not been re- 
ceived. It isimpossible to tell theresult from 
ist district. Advices point to the re-election 
of Oscar Turner, (dem). 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., November 8.—The re- 
republicans claim four congressmen. The 
democrats concede Culberson, but no others. 

Constitutional amendment giving legislative 
power to change the time of holding the gen- 
eral election and disfranchising for various 
crimes has probably received a majority. The 
amendment reducing and necessary to create 
new counties is probably defeated.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 8, 3 a. m.— 
From the most reliable information at this 
hour, the congressional delegation will stand 
as follows: First district, Kleiner, democrat; 
second district, Cobb, democrat; third dis- 
trict, Stockslayer, democrat; fourth district, 
Holmes, democrat; fifth district, Watson, 
democrat; sixth district, Brown, republican; 
seventh district, Peelle, republican; eighth dis- 
trict, doubtful; ninth district, doubtful; 
tenth district, Demme, republican; eleventh 
district, Steel, republican; twelfth district, 
Dowery, democrat; thirteenth district, Calk- 
ins, republican. A democratic gain of one 
is certain, and gain of three is probable. The 
returns received show a decrease in the vote 
of the eighth district,and a probable demo- 
cratic majority on the state ticket of 1,500. 
Very few reliable returns have been received 
from larger cities. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 8.—Returns 
from 400 towns, on the state ticket, giving 
over 25 per cent of the state votes, how a dem- 
ocratic gain of 3,941, indicating a majority 
for the democratic stave ticket of 6,000. This 
ratio of increase will be augmented when 
the ful! returns are received from the” larger 
cities. : 

Ex-Senator McPonald, chairman of the

INDIANAPOLIS, November 7.—Five bundred 
and forty voting places in the state show a re- 
publican loss on the state ticket of 8,690, and 
a democratic loss of 2,241, being a net demo 
cratic gain of 6,449, which would 
indicate a democratic majority in 
the state of over 10,000. Above 
returns cover 36 precincts of the votes cast at 
the election for governor 2 years ago. If the 
rest of the state continues the same relative 
decrease as compared with 1880, it will givea 
decrease in the republican vote of 20,800 and 
a democratic vote of 5,200 or an aggregate of 
26,000 less than the vote of 1580. From the 
best figures obtainable at this time, the legis- 
lature will stand: Senaters holding over— 
democrats 9, republicans 14; elected demo- 
crats 18, republicans 8.

THE WORK AND WAYS OF WaASH- 
INGTON OFFICIALS. 


The Department Reports—Valuabie Statistics—Ac« 
ton’s Signature Investigating Frauds in the 
Pension Office—The Garfield Monument 
Exposition—Carp Culture, Etc., Etc.- 


Wassrineton, November 8.—Prof. Speneer 
F. Baird, secretary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tutute and chiefof the United States fish 
commission, has returned to Washington. In 
the course of conversation, Professor Baird 
said that this season has been one of the most 
encouraging and fruitful in the history of the 
commission. Preparations are now making 
for the annual distribution of young carp to 
the hundreds of persons throughout the 
country who have applied for them. Im- 


provements in the cars usedin transporting 
the youngcarp have been made since last 
year, which will better protect the fish dur- 
ing the journey and increase the comfort of 
those who have them in charge. Two cars 
are now waiting to be loaded and start on 
their toar of distribtion. The weather has 
been sO Warm this autumn thatthe water in 
the carp-ponds has not cooled sutticiently to 
allow the draining of them with safety to 
tbe young fish. Professor Baird thinks that 
this can now be done. Although the distri- 
bution of carp in this country began so re- 
cently, about 12,000 ponds in different locali- 
ties have already been stocked; and so far as 
the numerous reports received indicate the 
success has been highly gratifying.

THE DEPARTMTENT REPORTS, 

WasHINGTON, November’ 8. — Secretary 
Folger has ordered the heads of bureaus in 
the treasury not to give to the press their an- 
nual reports until after they have been sub- 
mitted .o congress. This order is due to the 
secretary's idea that, inasmuch as the law 
provides that these reports should be sub- 
mitted to congress, proper respect will not 
allow them to be seen by the public before 
that august body meets. Secretary Bristow 
some years ago issued a similar order. It 
speedily fell into disuse, however, inasmuch 
as congress never complained of the lack of 
courtesy. All the other departments’ reports 
have been given out as usual, which makes 
Mr. Folger’s move more noticeable. 

WasHIncton, November 8,—At the pension 
office the work of sending out special ex- 
aminers is being pushed. This is made neces- 
sary by the increasing of frauds on the goy- 
ernment, which have grown of late to an 
alarming extent. It is estimated that last 
year several millions were taken from the 
treasury fraudently. In order to get at the 
people who werecoing this, a detail of 250 
clerks has been made from the office here, to 
each of whom is assigned a district. Within 
this territory they are te collect testimany on 
all irregularities and report to Commissioner 
Dudley. Hither to the few examiners who have 
been in the field have not been able to 
keep abreast with the demand upon their time, 
and suspected pensioners have not been look- 
ed after properly. This step is expected to 
bring about a decided change forthe better. 
The examiners are to have $1,400 salary and 
$3 per diem for expenses, which causes hun- 
dreds of the clerks to apply for the places, 
particularly among the extra 400 recently ap- 
pointed on the recommendation of congress- 
men, many of whom are entirely superfluous, 
so far as the work here is canamanll Of the 
new examiners, some twenty-five will go to 
New England and about the same number to 
New York city, where it is believed extensive 
frauds have been perpetrated.

~ MARK COX’S RIDE 


NEWS OF INTEREST ALL OVER THE 
STATE. 


Jasper Improvements—K ste Southern’s Life— Death of 
an old Settler in Gilmer—A Tragic Death in Mor- 
ganton—A Sed Accident—Brooks County 
Court—Note from the Mounte.ne. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

Puiiirrs’s Camp, Pickens county, Novem- 
ber 8, 1 a.m.—Flecked with foam, a noted 
Gilmer steed has just borne its. rider, Marcus 
L. Cox—a wiry, sinewy young man, whose 
home is in the saddle—into camp! And 
what of it? Over 63 miles of hitherto inacces- 
sible country, shut outfrom railroad and 
telegraph, have, through him, yielded up 
their secrets, and for the first time in the his- 
tory of Georgia, Rock Creek precinct, hidden 
in the dark cornerof Fannin; Mobile and 
Caldwell precincts, so far to the north as to be 
credited to Tennessee; Noontootla, Tails Creek, 
Ball Ground and Carvecay in Gilmer, down 
to sweet Jerusalem, in Pickens, are placed in 
electric communication with Atlanta and the 
balance of the world. Eager ears had long 
been listening forthe clatter of the coming 
hoofs; as the hours wore on and as the clock 
finger slowly approached the midnight line 
and prepared tw descend on the other side, 
some began tu lose hope, but those who knew 
the rider well never doubted his com- 
ing, one man _ observinpg that whoever 
cayyht a glimpse of Mark Cox’s face naturally 
looked between his legs to see if the horse was 
there. In fact, Mark is the centaurof the 
mountains. When at last, the rider burst in 
from the outer darkness, the chief of THE 
CoNnsTITUTION cavalry, had finished the ride 
from Morganton, through Ellijay to the edge 
of Jasper, and the yote of the toiler fon the 
off-slope of the Blue ridge was recorded with 
the rest of Georgia. 

The county of Fannin is shaped like a boot. 
In the northwest corner Mobile, Caldwell and 
Fair Play are seventeen miles distant from 
the county seat, while pressed down in the 
toe between Gilmer and Lumpkin, is Rock 
Creek precinct, distant twentv miles. THE 
ConsTITUTION’s riders started in from the pre- 
cincts at three in the afternoon, and between 
five and six the twelve gallant horsemen 
pressed one by one into Morganton. The 
town precinct,in charge of Mr. W. A. Morris, 
was promptly counted out as the polls 
were closed. The returns consolidated 
and put under’ seal were handed 
the waiting horsema:—Mr. Cox—who, 
digging his spurs into the flanksof his impa- 
tient hippo, instantly was lost in the dark- 
ness, as he sprang on his way south. Down 
mountain slope into valley, through river, 
across the Toccoa, which rushes on tothe 
Hiawassee, and thence through the Tennes- 
see andon to the Guif of Mexico; checking 
the rein to the right, he ascended the sum- 
mit of the Blue Ridge, six miles out, and, de- 
cending on the other side, he reached his first 
relay at Searcy’s, where he found Jarret’s 
mulé. Now u good north Georgia 
mule is equal tO A&A first-ejass 
south Georgia horse. Pressing on to Zliijay, 
Mr. J. C. Allen stood with Gilmer county ac- 
counted for in his hands. The rider was 
lustily cheered as he again left the town be-

OCTOBER COTTON REPORT. 


Avsewers from Nearly a Thousaud Correspondents 
of Bradatreets on the State of the Crop.] 

New York, November 6.—The October cot- 
ton report to Bradstreet’s is based on compre- 
hensive replies from 912, correspondents, 
writing from 573 counties, which constitute 
% per cent of the entire cotton belt. On Sep- 
tember 9th, on summarizing the August re- 

rt, it was noted that the crop had been in- 
jured by the excessive rains which fell during 
August, and that exceptionally favorable 
weather for the rest of the season would be 
necessary to a realization of the hopes of the 
planters. On October 7th a decided improve- 
ment was noted in the condition of the plant, 
and the prospects as to the ultimate yield. 
The ataarepbic advices to Bradstreet s on the 
date last named were so favorable that the fol- 
lowing statement was warranted; ‘The gen- 
eral condition of the crop may be reported 
from fair to good, Ww ith a j hae tendency to 
improvement.’’ This tendency soon became 
strongly marked, with uniformly favorable 
weather during October. The weather during 
September, as regarded the further develop- 
ment of the plant, was reported good by 436 
correspondents, fair by 285 and bad by 187. 
Now, 638 reports say that the weather was 
“good” during October iS! say ‘‘fair,’’ while 
only 84say ‘“bad.’’ It is thus seen that the 
weather for Ocwwber, as regards the maturing 
of the plant and gathering, has been distinct- 
ly good. Mail advices are to October 25th. 
Correspondence by telegraph down to yester- 
day records that, notwithstanding 
heavy rains in some districts, 
the weather has continued generally 
favorable. The prolonged absence 
of frost isremarkable. A good cotton crop is 
now assured, and the only room for specula- 
tion remaining is as to its actual size. Atthe 
date of mail replies—October 25th—less than 
half the crop, or 41 per cent., had been gath- 
ered, The condition ofthe plant since the is- 
sue of the September report is reported im- 
proved by 274 correspondents ,476 say ‘‘same,”’ 
and 143 that things have grown worse.

pendentism there. It has changed an inde- 
pendent majority of 4,050in the 9th district 
to 3,000 democratic majority—and overwhelm- 
ingly defeated the independents and republi- 
cans in ‘every other district, giving the state 
what it has not had in years,a solid organized 
democratic delegation. 

These are the facts) We deny that the 
party is being “‘bossed” at all. It bosses it- 
self. Its majority of 60,000 is what ‘‘bosses’’ 
the minority, and that is what makes the 
mipority mad. But even if it were led by a 
few men (which itis not), it certainly must 
be acknowledged that it has been led wisely 
and successfully. The party is more enthusj: 
astic, more harmonieus, stronger, in better 
humor thai before in years, and is in just 
the proper fix to put Georgia to the head of 
the column of democratic states that will 
elect a democratic president in 1884. 


THE SENATE NEXT YEAR. 

The senate now consists of 37 republicans, 
37 democrats, Mr. Mahone, and Mr. David 
Davis. Of the places to be filled. before the 
fourth of March the democrats have gained a 
senator in Louisiana in place of Mr. Kellogg, 
while they have lost one in Oregon to the re- 
publicans, and one in Virginia to the readjus- 
ters. These changes alone would bring the 
democratic strength down to 36. Wg need 
39. In trying to find where the needed three 
are to come from, we must first assume that 
we have carried the legislatures of New Jer- 
sey and Delaware—the returns thus far justi- 
tifying this assumption—and that we 
will hold our own in Alabama, 
Arkansas, Georgia, Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas-and 
West Virginia. There is nothing in the re- 
turns to justify the belief that the republi- 
cans will elect a senator in any one of these 
states. The problem therefore is, can we 
gain three senators in Colorado, Illinois, Kan- 
sas and New Hampshire? The legislatures of 
Nebraska and Massachusetts are republican, 
and the hope of controlling the senate de- 
pends upon the results in the four states 
named. If we carry two of the four states 
the senate will be tied. If we carry the leg- 
islatures of three of them, the next congress 
will be in the hands of the democrats. At 
this writing it looks as if we had carried 
Colorado and New Hampshire, With a bare 
chance of securing the Kansas legislature. 
But the returns will soon decide. 


THE NEW HOUSE. 

It is altogether too early to accurately fig- 
ure up the democratic majority in the next 
house. Itis quite enough to know that it 
cannot be less than twenty, while it may ex- 
ceed fifty. The congressional delegations of 
states in which the democrats ‘have made 
handsome gains now stand, as follows: Con- 
necticut, one democrat and three republicans: 
Illinois, six democrats and thirteen republi- 
cans; Indiana, five democrats and eight re- 
publicans; Kansas, all republicans—the state 
now elects seven representatives; Massachu- 
setts, one democrat and ten republicans; Mis- 
souri, eight democrats, four greenbackers and 
one republican; New York, thirteen demo- 
crats and twenty republicans; New Jer- 
sey, three democrats and four republi- 
cans; Pennsylvania, seven democrats, eigh- 
teen republicans and two greenbackers; Wis- 
consin, two democrats and six republicans. 
Texas elects this year eleven instead six rep- 
resentatives. These facts willenable the,close 
reader of the returns to estimate for himself 
the democratic majority in the next house. The 
chances are that we have gained two members 
in Connecticut, two in Illinois, two in Indi- 
ana, twoin Kansas, three in Massachusetts, 
five in Missouri, six in New York, two in New 
Jersey, five in Pennsylvania, two in Wiscon- 
sin, five in Texas, one in Michigan, one in 
Iowa and onein Alabama. These gains foot 
up thirty-eight, which would give the 
democrats the house by seventy-six 
majority. We have sustained slight losses 
in Maryland, Virginia, Mississippi, Maine, 
West Virginia and perhaps in Tennessee. 
Taking all the chances together it is doubtless 
safe to assume that the democratic majority 
in the next house will be between forty and 
SIXty. 


LAST OF THE COALITION. 

The defeat of the coalition leaders in the 
seventh and ninth districts puts a definite 
end to that dangerous conspiracy in Georgia. 
Itiscrushedout. It has nothing to go upon 
and no ground tostand upon. It went be- 
fore the people of those districts for indcrse- 
ment, andthey have repudiated it in the 
most emphatic manner. 

It wili be remembered that this result has 
been fully anticipated in these columns. 
When THE Constitution, after drawing from 
Mr. Stephens an unqualified indersement 
of the organized democracy, accom 
panied by acondemnation of the coalition 
equally as sweeping and as unqualified, sug- 
gested that he be made the nominee of the 
demecratic party, we predicted that his nom- 
ination and election would harmonize the 
democracy in all parts of the state, and res- 
tore to the organization the strength that 
made itinvincible, when the people stood 
shoulder to shoulder to resist the attacks 
made by the stalwarts upon the social insti- 
tutions of the south. We predicted that the 
nomination and election of the old common- 
er would recall to their duty the 
thousands of good and honest men 
in all parts of the state who, for various 
causes, had voted to make independentism 
successful. We predicted that, with Mr. 
Stephens as the standard-bearer of the organ- 
ized democracy, the seventh and ninth dis- 
tricts would be redeemed and a solid demo- 
cratic delegation elected. We repeated these 
predictions when we were compelled to ce- 
fend Mr. Stephens against the attacks ofa 
few malcontents. 

During the gubernatorial campaign, and 
since—when the outlook appeared to be fa- 
vorable for the success of the coalition—we 
have been frequently twitted with these pre- 
dictions. We have reserved our answer 
until yesterday, and now it can _ be 
found in the returns which we then printed 
from the counties of the seventh and ninth 
districts. We do not hesitate to draw the 
moral of this result. We do not heiitate to 
claim for the democratic party that this result 
is the outgrowth of tke policy which made Mr. 
Stephens its standafd-bearer and which ex- 
tended a cordial itvitation to all democrats 
who, for whatever ®ason, had voted for thie 
so-called independents, to return to the organ- 
ization and aid in the ‘attempt to put down 
an insidious movement “which had for its 
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purpose the restoration of the republican par- 
ty to power in Geoiigia. - 

Ina general way, predictions are worthless. 
Even if they are fulfilled, it is the result that. 
is important, and not the predictions. The 
democratic victory in the seventh and ninth 
is not the result of any prediction, but has 
been brought about by hard work, good man- 
agement, the justice of the democratic cause, 
and the policy which made Mr. Stephens the 
standard-bearer of the organization. 

It gratifies us, as a matter 
course, to know that the policy ad- 
vocated by Tae Constitution has led 
to such results, but we are more gratified to 
know that Georgia is to be represented in 
congress by a delegation which, in some 
respects, is superior to that of any other state, 
and of the attitude of which upon any and 
every question that may arise no man can 
have any doubt. Congratulations are in 
order all around. x Aca 

THE VERDICT OF THE PEOPLE. 

It can of course be truthfully said that the 
people have condemned, in the most striking 
manner, Mr. Arthur and his adherents, and 
all their political methods. The states afflict- 
ed with bosses have turned upon them with 
a power that must render them mere mal- 
contents if it does not drive them out of poli- 
tics. The stalwart chiefsof New York and 
Pennsylvania are in no worse plight than 
Robeson, of New Jersey, or Chandler, of New 
Hampsbire. The entire crowd; headed by 
Mr. Arthur, have been repudiated by the 
people. But this by no means expresses 
the full scope of the popular verdict. 

It daes not, for example, explain the mark- 
ed changes in Wisconsin, 1n Connecticut, in 
Kansas; the republican loss of congressmen 
in Pennsylvania, the election of General But- 
ler in Massachusetts, or the democratic vic- 
tory in California. It will be found that at 
the bottom there is a weariness of the repub- 
lican party that is about to find expression. 
The sober, earnest, business people desire a 
change in the grand hope that it will free the 
country of the deep corruption that exists in 
every department of the government, of the 
disgraceful quarrels which have sprung up 
among the republican leaders, and of the in- 
terference in local politics that republican 
rule introduced and constantly 
encourages. The people desire a 
change, and if the democrats 
work up to the opportunities that this election 
has given them, they will assuredly gain 
control of the government in 1885. Just 
and wise and economical rule will be exacted 
of them, both in congress and in the states 
that were revolutionized @n Tuesday. The 
new governors of New Yorkand Pennsylvania 
will especially be closely watched. They are 
taken on trial, and on their course andon the 
action of the house in the new congress the 
democrats will be judged. The people are 
not only willing to have a change in admin- 
istration, but they desire it, and if it does not 
take place it will simply andsurely be begause 
the democrats during their period of probation 
proved unworthy.

The French Ministerate Programme—The Peollcy of 
Castelar of in Spain. 

Lonvox, November 8.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ters Telegram company, from Paris, says: 
‘‘The ministerial declaration at the opening 
ofthe chambers will state that the object of 
the government will be to efface divisions in 
the republican party, and thereby enable it 
to resist the attacks of hostile factions. The 
government will do its utmost to re- 
press any factious manifestations 
from § whatever uarter. With _ re- 
gard to the finance, the government will be 
solely occupied with the general interest of 
the country, and will approve the financial 
system of M. Tirard. It will resolutely urge 
the adoption of lawson military organization. 
The relations of France with the powers, it 
will say,-are satisfactory and the foreign pol- 
icy of France will be one of neither provoca- 
tion nor abdication. 

Maprip, November 8.—Senor Castelar will 
shortly publish a manifesto to the constitu- 
encies advising democrats to take an active 
share in the legal struggle to be recommend- 
ed as the best means for the _ de- 
velopment of the political educa- 
tion of the democracy. Senor Castelar 
states that experience has taught him to pre- 
fer evolution to revolution. He enyies the 
orderly parliaments of England and the 
United States, and proclaims his republican 
connections and _ aspirations. He aad 
his friend will pursue their 
way towards a ssteady, solidrepublic. 
He would like to place amidst the confusion 
of parties one fixed, steady rallying point for 
all democratic scholars. He repels all ideaof 
coalition with the extreme republicans, even 
for electoral purposes. The manifesto 
signed by eighteen deputies and senators.

Dissatisfied Sandwich Islanders. 

WASHINGTON. November 8.—Dispatches re- 
ceived by the acting secretary of the navy 
this morning from the commander of the 
United States ship Alaska, at Honolula, re- 
port a serious state of affairs there, growing 
out of the dissatisfaction among the sugar 
planters. The planters have formed a _ pro- 
tective union, and made a protest to the king 
against the selection ef his cabinet. They 
urge a more liberal and progressive policy 
than is indicated by the king’s movements, 
The king, in replying, recognized the right of 
all to make suggestions if they entertained 
any grievance and assured the mem- 
bers of the union that their appeal would be 
considered, In the mean time there has been 
no change in tlre situation, and the king has 
issued a proclamation that he would be 
crowned February 12. The report further 
says that the matter will probably drift along 
until coronation day, when indications point 
to a disturbance, unless the evilis remedied. 
The complaints of the members of the union 
appear to be that the general policy of the 
government is not sufticiently liberal, and 
they urge better opportunities for bringing in 
labor, and the adoption of a course to insure 
the continuation ofthe reciprocity treaty 
with the United States, which, it is acknowl- 
edged, has added so largely to the wealth of 
the islands. The union is preparad to send a 
representative to the United States to 
the continuation of the treaty after its 
ration.
